CONGER OON3ENT3. 

Cht«% M»y Chop tlifi Small Fry >'ot 
Buckeil l»y Aruil<*». 

Washington, Jan. 80.— While vigor- 
ously opposing the exeoutlon ot Prlnoo 

Tiian and General Fu Hsiang, Mr. Con- 
ger, witii the approval of the Unt.ed 
btateH, )mh agreed to decapitation of 
four ringleaders in tbe Chinese outr 
rages of last summer. Two ot these 
are Prince Cbwang, a deputy commis- 
sioner in chief of the Boxers and Yu 
Hsien, who was rcmcved by tbe em- 
press dowager from tbe poet of gav- 
smor of Bfaansi. 

It is understood before agreeing to 
the exet ution of the four ofllctals the 
authorities ascertained that the Chi- 
nese government would oc able l/> cna.- 
ply with such a demand. The aise of 
Genera] Tung Fu Halang is different. 
Surrounded by an army devoted to 
him, he wouKl resist an attefaipt to ex- 
ecute bim and civil war would be pre- 
cipitated. Tbe strong position of 
Prince Tuaa also makes decapitation 
impossible in his case. Mr. Conger 
has cabled that he was strongly orpco- 
ing the execution of the Cb)ues«j gen- 
erals and others whom tbe Chinese 
government could not reach. 

In acquiescing In the eseeutlon of 
(lie miTior officials the United Rlatia 
yields to the wishes of tlreat Uritaln 
and Germany, with whom Htihsla and 
Japan had agreed. The UnUed States 
was alone in opposition and It was 
d'tmed Important In order to obtain 
oonceasions in the future, to acquiesce 
in this* matter. 

iDittriictioiis CO (.'oii<;c>r. 
Washiuglon, Jan. 30.— Being obli^-,1 
by the attitude of tbe other poweis in- 
terested to continue at Peking tho ne- 
gotiaUons looking to « settlement of 
the Chinese difficulties, in spite of a 
discouraging ouUooit for a favorable 
oomlusion there, the departmcmt of 
state has sent by cable to Mr. Conger 
very precise and detailed tnstruetioos 
for his guidtin<e on the Qucslion of in- 
demnitor- The ministers have auivlly 
reached this importa.nL topic which 
won one ot two or three that the state 
department earnestly desired to have 

dealt with by other agencies and Hton- 
otber capital than Peking.

Mlnbonto precautions are be- 
ing taken to prevent any hitch In Fri- 
day's arrangements. Tbe Duke of Con- 
uiught and King Bdword taATO return- 
ed from London. 

A company of the (Queen's guard 
again reheunsed military movements 
to be executed when the funeral pro- 
cession wends its way through tli'- 
narrow and tortuous streets of Ouwes, 
and the bearers experimented with a 
lead-weighted bier the same weight as 
the royal casket Active preparations 
are being made alung the louto !o hi 
traversied by tbe funeral cortt'.^'c. 
Wreathes of evergreen three feet in di- 
amter will be suspended from lamp 
posts and booses are being draped. 

Qiieon Vhioriu's t'XplU;it direclioni' 
a£ to her funeral were written in 1862. 
It was her wish that tbe ceremony 
should copy that of Prince Albert's 
burfal so far as iwesibln The queen 
will he the flret EnvHs^h bOV<irelsn who 
will not be buried at nlglit and by 
torchlight. '

Kutuiy of H'est Indian 'i roops oa the 
islaatf of gt. Helena. 

London, Jan. SO.— Tbe West Indian 

troopb st.»Uoned at the Islaii 1 u: St 
Helena, where General t'rotije a i l a 
large number of Boers are held pi i^^m- 
era, mutlned Jan. 2, raided tbe town, 
terrorised tho Inhabitants, injureu 
many of them, defied their ofT^ ' an . 
were subdued only at the nju/-zli .i oi 
rifles. The censor suppresM-d tlie 
tews, but the story leaked out by mail. 
'iWe trouble began with a row the 
night oif Jan. 1 between bluoja-ketb 
and a party of the Weft Indians. The 
following night, the West Indiaiis 
broke out of barracks and raided th<. 
town with chibs and raxora tied t^ 
sticks. They ran amuck, cutting anu 
beating wom<'n, children and men In- 
discrlmlntitfrly and attadted tbe Sail- 
ors' Rest, tearing out the doors and 
windows. All efforts of tho oAcera to 
suppress the mutiny wre futile. When 
ordered to the camp they refii.'"-'.! to 
obey and threatened to dynamite the 
town. A strong naval force was land- 
ed, the available troops were eotlecte<l 
and the streets wore paraded and 
guarded all night. At daybniak the 
tr<K>ps wei>> (Ir.iwii .ip ulLh 1<mi;( 1 
rifles in front of the place, where the 
West Indians were barricaded. The 
latter were ordered to surrender and 
notlfle<l if the>' did not do so they 
would be flred upon. The mutlneea'S 
were finally cowed and taken to the 
camp, where they will remain under 
guard until a troop ship arrives to r«- 
muve them.

With the large per cent 
uf sii;;ar and fijj- and prunes and other 
logredieata added to the leaf in the plu;; 
goods, I ventore the atatement that 
every pound of leaf tobaci o brinKS a net 
prolit of -5 cents to the manufarliirer. 

Maysville people who have money to 
invest should investigate this line of bns* 
iness. If the trust is making a net profit 
of 25 ct'nta a pound inanufHi luring to 
baoco at other points, there would be 
even greater profit in the bnsineaa hwe 
in Mayeville, the <« nter of the gteateit 
hurley district io the country.

"BARBARIC EXCLUSION." 

One of the ablest speeches yet made 
on Henna's ship aabsldy bill was that of 
>!>enator Vest Wednesday. The infamous 
character of the propo.sed"grab ' can best 
be ondi retood after a peroaal of tbe Mis 
souri Senator's remarks. 

He said that when he visited Ham 
'.lurga few years ago he Raw in tbe har- 
bor 152 ships flying the British flag and 
not a single one catrying the Stars and 
^trijHs. Ki);;land, he naid. hail been 
wise euuuj{b to du what thin country, in 
its stolidity and stnpidity, had failed to 
do. Stif had maintained licr fiupreraacy 
on the ocean by purchasiuK her fast clip- 
per ships from the ITnited Statea. Mr. 
Vest declared that the policy proposed 
by tbe pending bill was one of "barbai e 
exclusion," framed for New EnglHUd'H 
benefit. He thought the people at large 
had done enough for the northeastern 
■ oast with, lit contributinif $180,000,000 
more to build up tbe ship industry. 

Mr. Vest asid that the veeeela of what 

known as the .Aiiieritan Line it he In- 
ternational Kavigatiou Company) in the 
coarse of twenty flv« years the aohsidy 
was to run would receive at leHSt $4'_',000,- 
000 of the total which jivould he paid 
oat. The Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, lie Faid, would be the nextbene- 
liciary uiuIlt the hill. With ita present 
•hips and the two vef sels it waa ballding 
now it would receive $650,000 • year of 
tbe subsidy. 

"The next poor, •maeiated, starving 
-corporation which will receive a aabsidy 
under this bill," said Mr. Vest, sarrafiti- 
cally. "is the Standard Oil Company." 

It was, he said, trembling with emacia- 
iioB and hungry for the necessaries of 
life, its shares of atoek bidng worth only 
9830 each. He had andeavored to ascer- 
Cain how much of the aabaidy the 
Standard Oil Company would receive, 
but the company had declined to supply 
any information as to its ships. 

In ooncladiiig, Mr. Vest said : 

"This bill will pass tbe Senate. It is 
part of the protecliv. cysfeii) sacred id 
the Republican party, and especially in 
New England. Draok with vtotory, the 
Bapobllca n party will atop at notblng."
